The man seems to have crossed the 
ocean recently, but he is unable to say 
now, where his American home is, and 
also unable to tell why he came to 
Germany or how he got here. He 
cannot even tell the name of the city 
where he 1s now staying. 

The Berlin authorities are quite mys- 
tified. They find that his passport, 
which was issued in due form at Wash- 
ington, is dated March 26, 1908. They 
wonder whether he was in possession 
of his faculties at the time the pags- 
port was made out or was stricken 
while on his journey. 

The man is now undergoing investi- 
gation by the medical advisers of the 
American Benevolent Association. It 
is probable that association will decide 
to send him back to.New York.

Widow Gets $8,400 a Year. 


By the terms of her husband's will Mrs. 
Smith receives the dwelling at 17 West 
Seventy-seventh Street and an income of 
$8,400 for life. Practically all of the $3,- 
000,000 estate goes to St. Luke's; that Is, 
all the income except the widow's porfion 
goes to the hospital during the lifetime 
of Mrs. Smith, and at her death the prop- 
erty goes absolutely to the trustees of St. 
Luke's. to do with as they see fit. There 
were a fow small bequests to servants and 
distant rélatives, but they do not exceed 
$20,000. 

Mr. Miller has been informed that Mrs. 
Smith is quite ‘content with the terms 
of her husbend’s will, and that she sanc- 
tioned the disposition of his property. To 
her the hospital trustees give as much 
credit for the philanthropic gift as to her 
husband.' Her tastes are simple, as were 
those of her husband, and she says that 
she will be quite content to spend the re- 
mainder of her days knowing that the 
wishes of her husband are being carried 
out. 

in Mr. Smith's will the stipulation fs 
made that the bulk of his estate be used 
for the care and relief of needy con- 
valeseent patients without regard to their 
religious belief or nationality. 

Mr. Smith in talks with the trustees of 
St. Luke's before his death had suggested 
that a sanitarium in the country, not 
far from New York City, should be 
built where needy convalescents might be 
cared for until they were quite well and 
strong. Mr. Smith left it to the discre- 
tion of the hospital trustees to work out 
his ideas, 

Sanitarium for Convalescents. 

The trustees are already considering 
plans for the sanitarium, and yesterday 
Mr. Miller. received an offer of a plot of 
ground not far from New York, which 
may be suitable as a site for it. The 
writer had learned of Mr. Smith's gift 
and of the hospital's intention to construct 
a sanitarium, and offered to donate the 
plot of ground. Mr. Miller said he would 
not make public the name of the would-be 
donor until after the next meeting of the 
Board of Trustees on Monday, April 27, 
when plans for the proposed sanitarium 
will be discussed, 

The most valuable of the properties left 
by Mr. Smith are the buildings at 8, 5, and 
7 Wall Street and S84 Broadway, which 
were valued by Mr. Smith at $3,500,000 and 
on which is a mortgage of $1,400,000, and 
71 Wall Street, valued at $550,000. 

A fom sere before Mr. Smith’s death 
he decided to pequest the revenue from 
the building at 71 Wall Street to the As- 
sociation for the Relief of Respectable, 
Aged, and Indigent Females, at Amster- 
dam Avenue and 104tth Street, and he 
made such provision in his will, ‘which 
‘was revoked by a later codicil.

$3,300 Invested by Her In Insurance| 
Since 1880 Earned $12,000. 


Mrs. Betsy Marvin Gage, a centenarian, 
who was called the most fortunate in- 
vestor in Hfe insurance this country ever 
saw, died on Wednesday night at her 
home, 927 Greene Avenue, Brooklyn. She! 
started her second century on Nov. 18 
last, and her anniversary, or centennial, 
was the occasion of a letter of*congratu- 
lation from President Paul Morton of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society. 

Mrs. Gage upset all the experience | 
tables and actuary calculations of the | 
Equitable. She invested $2,000 tn an 
annuity in 1880, when 72 years old, and 
the Equitable figured that she had com- | 
ing to her not more than seven years of 
life. Six years later she invested $1,300 
im another annuity. The Equitable then 
figured that she might. live about five 
years more. 

Her total investment, $3,300, brought her | 
in $12,000, 

She was born in Connecticut, and came| 
to New York seventv-nine years ago, 
when she lived on Chambers Street. She 
attended the old Brick Presbyterian 
Church, which stood at the corner of 
Park Row—then Chatham Street—and 
Nassau Street. In those days she used to 
take walks with her father in ‘‘ the coun- 
try," which then began at Canal Street. 
That street was then a stream, the banks 
of which were covered with wild flowers. 

Until two years ago Mrs. Gage could 
easily go up and down stairs without 
trouble, but the last two years she spent 
in her room, Her hearing and sight were 
good to the last, and her memory un- 
impaired. 

She attributed her long life to regular 
habits. She never allowed~ herself to be 
overtaxed. Her mother and father died 
comparatively young. 


COL. STEWART FOR FLORIDA. 


War Department Changes Location of 
His Post from Arizona.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Col. William 
FP. Stewart of the Coast Artillery Corps, 
who was banished by the War Department 
to Fort Grant, In the wilds of Arizona, 
last October, has been ordered by the 
President to St. Francis Barracks, St. 
Augustine, Fla. 

St. Francis Barracks is an abandoned 
post, and Col. Stewart will have no more 
command there than he had at Fort 
Grant. There is, of course, a vast dif- 
ference between serving at a post twenty 
miles from the nearest settlement, virtual- 
ly a prisoner on. the military reservation, 
and serving at a post within the city 
limits of St. Augustine, but at the same 
time it is a fact that, although St. Au- 
gustine is a most delightful place to live 
in during the Winter, it is far from an 
ideal place of residence in the Summer 


time. 

Hence it is inferred that {n sending the 
Colonel to St. Augustine Secretary Taft 
hopes that after a few months of its 
semi-tropical heat he will ask for retire- 
ment. It also is suggested that if a Sum- 
mer in St. Augustine does not do the busi- 
ness the Colonel may be sent to some very 
undesirable Far Northern post next Win- 
ter.

For a time both boats ran almost 
abreast, then, so those on the Monterey 
say;-the other Mner began to crowd them 
over and attempted to cross the Monte- 
rey’&’ bow. Then came the crash, when 
the bow of the Monterey tore into the 
side of the United States with a crash 
that brought concternation to all on both 
vessels. 

Most of the passengers on both ships 
were either in the dining saloon or on 
the decks. On the Monterey the shock 
was terrific, and the passengers were 
sent sprawling in all directions. Much 
crockery was broken and stewards ran 
about shouting that there was no danger. 
This was apparently soon realized by the 
Monterey’s passengers, for most of them 
went up on deck and watched the Scan- 
danavian as she laid her length on the 
mudbaaok, 

There seemed to be a difference of opin- 
ion as to the cause of the accident. The 
majority censured the officers of the 
United ,.States for attempting to ma- 
noeuvre in the narrow ship channel. 

Capt. Smith of the Monterey was on the 
bridge of his vessel with the pilot, and 
on the bridge of the United States was 
Capt. Jens Wulff and his pilot. Both 
commanders tried to avoid the collision 
when they realized that it was imminent, 
but it was too late. 

The United States has ten watertight 
compartments, and her officers realized 
that there was little danger of her sink- 
ing. Not so many of the passengers. 
They heard the water rushing in amid- 
ships and saw the mad scramble of the 
stokers and engine-room force as they 
climbed up out ot the fast-filling engine 


room. 

At first many of the passengers started 
to grab up their belongings as if prepara- 
tory to leaving tne vessel, but they were 
reassured by the ship's officers, who 
shouted that there was no danger and 
that those who wanted to leave could do 
go in a few moments, 

As soon as order was restored Capt. 
Wulff sent a wireless to the company’s 
office telling them of the collision and 
that he had run his vessel ashore to pre- 
vent her sinking. 

A quarter of an hour after the accident 
the engine room was full of water, the 
fires were out, and the great Mner lay 
helpless. Chief Officer Hansen was gent 
to Quarantine to notify the agents and 


send help. 

The Monterey was taken In tow and 
brought back to her East River plier. She 
was leaking and using her pumps to keep 
free from water. She was then flying a 
smal] red flag to show that she haq ex- 
plosives on board. Her agents denied 
that it was dynamite, but said that they 
had a quantity of gunpowder in kegs in 
the ship's magazine. 

The Monterey’s passengers were allowed 
to go ashore. They will be cared for by 
the company and sent to Havana on the 
Saratoga, sailing to-morrow.

NEW COMBINATIONS TO ROB. 


Carnegle Says In 99 Cases Out of 100 
That Will Be Their Object. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—Hearings on 
the National Civic Federation bill to 
amend the Sherman anti-trust law were 
i eontinued to-day before Chairman Lit- 
tiefield’s sub-committee of the House 
Judiciary Committee. Seth Low, Presi- 
dent of the Federation, submitted amend- 
ments to his bill so altering its provisions 
that the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion instead of the President and the Com- 
missioner of Corporations shall be the 
arbitrator of all meutters of reference 
designation, and decision which would 
arise under the operon of the bill. 

Mr. Low laid before the committee a 
letter from Andrew Carnegie in support of 
|} the proposed changes. Mr. Carnegie’s jet- 
ter was written with the purpose of sup- 
| porting the idea that authority should not 
i be divided between the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission and other bodies or 
| other officials. It says in part: 

“One point seems to be pssential— 
without it little gerferal progress can be 
made—viz., when new combinations are 

roposed, the first question must alwavs 

e: ‘What is the object sought?’ Jf 
ninety-nine cases out of one hundred it 
will undoubtedly be to rob the community 
of its right to the benefits of free compe- 
tition, disguise it as we may; therefore, 
the commission's duty is to obtain satis- 
factory proof that the application is to 
| cover an exceptional case. 

“The conditions must be peculiar, as 
those of common carriers and steel-rail 
egreements are, If not, the application 
should be denied. If granted, then meas- 
ures must be taken to safeguard, to in- 
sure, to consumers the results that compe- 
tition would bring. Nothing should pre- 
vent this.

GOMPERS ON LABOR’S FIGHT. 


Proposes to be Determining Factor In 
Coming Elections, He Says. 


President Gompers of the American F'ed- 
eration of Labor arrived here from Wash- 
ington yesterday, accompanied by Vice 
Presidents James Duncan and James 
O'Connell and other members of the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the federation, to pre- 
side at a three days’ session in the Ever- 
ett House called to straighten out differ- 
ences between local unions. 

Incidentally he will discuss with officers 
of local unions the proposed meeting of 
labor unions in Grand Central Palace on 
Sunday night, and the proposed. passage 
of resolutions denouncing the recent labor 
decisions of the United States Supreme 
Court and demanding that Congress shall 
amend the Sherman law so that labor or- 
ganizations will not be classified as com- 
binations in restraint of trade. 

Mr. Gompers was asked if he and Presi- 
dent Seth Low of the Civic Federation 
were at outs over the Hepburn amend- 
ment to the Sherman law, generally 
known as the Civic Federation bill, be- 
cause it does not legalize the boycott. 

‘“‘T am not at outs with Mr, Low,” re- 

lied Mr, Gompers, ‘‘though the Hep- 
urn bill is not satisfactory to me. We 
will support the Wilson amendment to 
the Sherman law, which is more satis- 
factory to the untons.”’ 

“Do you mean that it legalizes the 
beroptt more directly than the Hepburn 

“TI will not discuss that matter be- 
fore I discuss it in my speech on Sun- 
day night in Grand Central Palace,” he 
replied. ‘‘ But I will say that the labor 
sections of the Hepburn bill are not sat- 
isfactory. We have no objection to the 

rovisions in the bill about employers, 

ut the Wilson amendment gives labor 
the best show.” 

Regarding the Supreme Court decisions 
he said: 

“The genie of labor has been aroused. 
The e yers’ liability law decision let 
it out. Labor will not allow itself to be 
outlawed by ajudicial decision. Labor 
demands the eight-hour law, the anti- 
injunction law, the emloyers’ Hability law, 
and exemption from the Sherman anti- 
trust law. Up to the pronase labor has 
not utilized its full political power. The 
time has come when we must assert 
every power we possess. 

“Labor is going to be the judge of 
what is best for it in labor legislation. 
The critical time has arrived with the 
action of the present Congress on our 
measures. We know what to do if it 
fails to pass them. 

‘‘Labor will unite in supporting its 
friends in the coming campaign and use 
its united power to oppose and defeat its 
enemies, whether they are candidates for 
the Presidency, Congress, or any other 
office. We will put all candidates on 
record before election as to their atti- 
tude on all labor measures. 

“I consider that the present crisis is 
the most momentous ever faced by or- 
ganized labor.’’

By Failing to Name a Candidate to 
Succeed Franchot Democrats Will 
Avoid Breaking Deadlock.

After conferences held here during the 
convention between Deputy State Treas- 
urer George W. Batten of Lockport, 
Democratic leader of Niagara County, 
and ,Barry Murphy, who led the Demo- 
oratic forces in Orleans County to success 
against the followers of ex-Senator 
L’Hommedieu last Fail, it has virtually 
been decided to iet the Senate seat left 
vacant by the recent death of Senator 
Stanislaus P, Franchot from the Forty- 
seventh go to the Republicans by default. 

Immediately after the defeat of his race- 
track bills in the Senate Gov. Hughes or- 
dered a special election to fill Franchot's 


place. The election is to be held on 
May 12. 


Both Mr, Batten, whos a member of | 


the Democratic State Committee, and Mr. 
Murphy; who is the secretary of Lieut. 
Gov. Chanler, said the programme would 
undoubtedly go through unless State 
Chairman Conners and Tammany Leader 


| Murphy, who now absolutely control the 


organization in this State. should raise 
objections. So far there has been no} 
protest from them, but the plans are 
susceptible to change. 

The theory on which the leaders are 
proceeding ig that nothing could be 
gained, but a lot of harm be done, by 

utting a candidate in the field. They 
ear that if they made a nomination tha 
Wadsworth faction, which is powerful in 
Niagara County, would order their follow- 
ers to vote the Democratic ticket in order 
to avoid electing a Republican Senator 
who might aid in burying deeper the 
Governor's race-track reforms, thus shift- 
ing the responsibility to Democratic 
shoulders. Under ordinary circumstances 
the Democrats would be almost certain 
+o come off victorious in the contest any- 
now. 

The Democratic primaries and caucuses 
which will select the delegates to the 
Senatorial Convention, in which both coun- 
ties join, have been scheduled in Niagara 
County for next Friday and in Orleans 
for the es day. This being the 
last day on which the nomination can be 
filed, the Orleans Democrats plan to have 
caucus, primaries, and district conven- 
tions in the same day. The convention 
will probably be held Saturday night. 

The tentative programme is to have 
the question of the constitutionality of 
the Governor’s proclamation ordering the 
election raised in the convention, and 
leave the decision to a consensus of the 
delegates. As Murphy and Batten abso- 
lutely control their counties, the vote is 
almost certain to be in favor of an ad- 
journment without making a nomination. 

‘““The only danger of a come-back in 
this plan of procedure,” said a leader 
from Niagara, ‘‘ would come from pan- 
handling politicians who desired to get a 
house and lot and a motor car out of the 
special election, and who for that reason 
would insist on putting a ticket in the 
field. There is already a barrel of money 
in the district. It has been put in by the 
Republicans and their friends, and some 
of it may be used to buy up our delegates, 
with a view of swaying our conventions. 

“No doubt the Repubicans would like 
to see us elect a man to rake their race- 
track chestnuts out of the fire for them. 
I cannot see it at all, and it seems to be 
the opinion of the leaders I have talked to 
that it would be unwise for us to put up 
and elect a man for the extraordinary 
term to break the deadlock on the race- 
track bills. Let the Republicans do it 
themselves.” 


LEGISLATORS NAG GOVERNOR. 


Show Resentment of His Racing Bill 
Stand by Defeating Measures. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, April 16.—Hostility to Gov. 
Hughes was manifested in both houses 
of the Legislature to-day. Several {In- 
cldents indicate a spirit of resentment 


which seems to put an endi:to the pos- 
sibility of further legislative action upon 
the reforms which the Governor has 
urged. Most of the banking bills were 
cleared from the Senate calendar to-day, 
and the most expected of the legislators 
is favorable action upon the Military Code 
bill and the new highway commission 
measure, 

The cause of the ill-feeling in the 
Legislature is due to the Governor's 
course in forcing the fight upon the anti- 
race track gambling bills. When it was 
made plain that an extraordinary session 
would be called the Governor’s opponents 
declared that he would gain nothing if he 
kept the Legislature here until January. 

Senator Saxe sought to gain a point for 
the Military Code bill to-day by obtaining 
an emergency message from the Gov- 
ernor which would |“. it to be passed 
to-day in spite of the fact that amend- 
ments had been made at the last moment. 

Senator Gilchrist ralsed a parliamentary 
point. which was disposed of when Sena- 
tor Cassidy attacked the procedure. 

“This jamming of bills through without 
giving a chance to know what they con- 
tain should be resisted by the Senate,” 
he said. ‘“‘It is an improper exercise of 
the Constitutional provision which permits 


the sending of emergency messages. This! 


should not be resorted to except in a 
crisis or in extraordinary cases." 

The bill was ordered reprinted. 

When Secretary Fuller entered the Sen- 
ate Chamber later with messages from 
the Governor the Senate proceedings 
were suspended and Senator Grady’s 

| speech on one of the banking bills was cut 
}short. After Mr. Fuller had left the 
Chamber Senator Grady renewed the at- 
tack. He said: 

“We have just had another instance of 
interference with the Legislature. No 
secretary to the Governor and no Gov- 
ernor has the right to take a Senator off 
the floor, as has just been done. In my 
time Governors’ secretaries have been 
obliged to wait outside the Chamber un- 
til the Senator who had the floor had 
completed his remarks. We shall next 
have an official herald, who rings a bell 
or blows a trumpet to announce the Gov- 
ernor’s leaving the Executive Chamber, 
so that we may be standing when he ar- 
rives in the Senate Chamber.” 

The Assembly defeated a bill which As- 
semblyman Hart, introducer of the racing 
bills, desired to have passed at once, ‘pro- 
viding for a Building{| Commission for 
Utica. The Governor had sent an emer- 
gency message to hasten its passage, and 
some of the members believed the inci- 
dent was a demonstration of the Gov- 
ernor’s favoritism. 

Another slap at the Governor was given 
when the Francis bill, as or a 
commission to be named by the Governor 
to investigate the inferior courts of New 
York, was taken up. James 8S. Parker of 
Washington County, a close friend of 
Speaker Wadsworth, moved an amend- 
ment which provided for a special legis- 
lative committee to be appointed = the 
presiding officer of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the Assembly instead of a 
commission appointed by the Governor. 
This amendment was passed in spite of 
the protest of the introducer,

WILCOX EXPLAINS HIS VOTE. 


ays Betting Penalty Was Too Dras- 
tic—Bill Not Party Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

AUBURN, April 16.—A signed state- 
ment issued to-night by Senator Benja- 
min M. Wilcox of Auburn regarding his 
recent vote in the Senate against the 
anti-racing track gambling bill is, in part, 
as follows: 

“I voted against the passage of ths 
bills in the first place for the reason that 
the penalty for the mere act of betting 
was too drastic for a reasonable man to 
support. The bills make the offense of 
betting a misdemeanor, punishable by 
imprisorment only. It is the only misde- 
meanor that I'am aware of to which such 
a severe penalty attaches, with no alter- 
native on the part of the court but im- 
prisonment. ' 

“The bills with all their defects were 
insisted upon and no reasonable amend- 
ments would be accepted. Let it be re- 
membered that the Percy-Gray law has 
been on our statute books for thirteen 
years, and during all this time no Gover- 
nor has by message or on the stump sug- 

|gested its repeal until the present ses- 
| Sion of the Legislature. The courts of the 
[ Brace, including the Court of Appeals, 
have declared the law to be absolutely 
| constitutional; let it also be remembered 
that no Republican State Convention in 
| its platform or any Republican candidate 
on the stump, including Gov. Hughes 
during his canvass for election, ever ad- 
vocated its repeal. It is true that Mr. 
Hearst did advocate its repeal, and he 
is the man originally responsible for the 


present agitation. 

“IT oppose these bills on the further 
ground that they are not Republican 
measures, that they have never been 
made the subject of party action; that 
they have never been advocated in any 
Republican convention or by any Repub- 
lican candidate in a canvass before the 
people. I yield to no man in my admira- 
tion for the ability and integrity of Gov. 
Hughes, but he, like many other men, 
is liable to make mistakes, as he did 
when he forced ‘the Legislature to pass 
the Hearst Recount bill, which the Court 
of Appeals promptly and unanimously 
declared unconstitutional, 

“The Constitution gives no Govenor 
the right to determine what are appro- 
priate laws.

SUES TRUST CO. FOR USURY. 


Pastor Accuses Williamsburg Trust 
of Fraud in Land Deals. 


Alleging that the Willlamsburg Trust 
Company, through a ‘‘dummy,"” exacted 
an additional bonus of 15 per cent. before 
discounting his note for $13,826 at 6 per 
cent., the Rev. H. Allen Tupper, pastor 
of the Fifteenth Street Baptist Church, 
Brooklyn,, has brought suit to recover 
$39,515 from the company. 

In addition to the charge of usury the 
clergyman declares that the trust com- 
pany has ‘“‘by fraud involved and im- 
periled’”’ a trust estate created by Dr. 
Tupper and valued at $192,000, ‘‘and has 
fraudulently taken of the petitioner’s 
funds in its hands as trustee and paid 
over to one of its Directors large sums 
‘of money for his services as agent and 
attorney of said trustee in its fraudulent 
diversion of the petitioner’s money and 


mismanagement of petitioner’s property.” | 


Dr. Tupper declares that in November, 
1905, he applied to the trust company for 
a loan of $13,326 to enable him to take 
title to property at Valley Stream, L. I. 
Frank Jenkins, the Vice President of the 
company, he asserts, informed him that 
the trust company could not make the 
loan, but introduced him to L. Harry 
Fisher, an employe of the company, who 
accepted his note at 6 per cent. In con- 
sideration of a bonus of 16 per cent. of 
Dr. Tupper’s holdings at Valley Stream. 

In regard’ to the second charge of fraud 
Dr. Tupper says that on Jan. 13, 1906, -he 
and Mrs. Ada Kitching Reid purchased 
two tracts of land aggregating about 
seventeen acres in Queens. Before title 
was taken Mrs. Reid assigned her in- 
terests to Mr. Fisher, who in turn as- 
signed it to Mr. Johnson, a manager for 
the trust company. On Feb. 5, 1906, the 
plaintiff and Mrs. Reid purchased two 
tracts of land at Valley Stream. 

Dr. Tupper alleges that the trust com- 
pany caused himself, Mr. Fisher,, Mrs. 
Reid, and Mr. Johnson to join in execut- 
ing an agreement with John B. Slee 
whereby they contracted to sell to Mr 
Slee this property for $120,000. On July 
31, 1906, a trust was created and a read- 
justment of the various interests made, 
Dr. Tupper being apportioned 74.10 per 
cent. instead of S5 per cent. to which he 
declares he was entitled. 

The plaintiff further asserts that the 
trust company has received on account of 
the purchase price $27,084, of which, he 
alleges, it has fraudulently converted to 
its own use $2,554 as Fisher's assignee, 
He declares that_between March 21, 1906, 
and June 21, 1907, the trust company, as 
trustee of the estate, received payment 
from Mr. Slee through F. D, Berry of the 
Berry Realty Company. All the money 
he alleges, was received by Willard P’ 
Reid, a Director of the trust company. 
None of the money, Dr. Tupper says, was 
paid on the Fisher note, nor was any ac- 
counting made by the company.

The fifty-seven Japanese business men 
who are making a ninety-day tour of 
the world organized by the Japanese 
newspapers Tokio Asahi, Shimbun, and 
Osaka Asahi Shimbun arrived in New 
York yesterday mornmg by the Fall River 
liner Providence, and left again at 9:60 
A, M, over the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road for Washington, where they will be 
received by President Roosevelt. Sight- 
seeing automobiles conveyed them from 
the Fa River Line pjer via Warren 
Street and Broadway to the Twenty- 
third Street Ferry. 

Three women accompany the party, but 
only two arrived on the Providence, as 
Mrs. Y. Hori had to stay behind at Bos- 
ton with her husband, a manufacturing 
jeweler of Osaka, who 1s ill from being 
caught In the heavy rain on Wednesday.

| Osaka, where her husband is-the chief 
|; of the Assembly, and Mrs, Nichi Nomura 
, of Yokahama, who accompanied her 
brother-in-law, M. Tsuchiya, the Tokio 
correspondent of the Osaka Asahi Shim- 
bun.

To a TrmMEs reporter who traveled_with 
them from Fall River on the Providence 
, to New York. the Japanese merchants 
| Said that they were pleased with what' 
they had seen of America, aad were much

{of business carried on in the various 


| Cities, 

The noise and dust in the streets of 
Chicago and the specimens of ancient 
Japanese art in the Boston Museum were 
| the two features that seemed to have 
| made the most impression on their minds, 
{and the most pleasant incident on the 
journey from San Francisco was the re- 
ception in the railroad station at Niles, 
| Mich., where a thousand persons stood 
; on the platform and cheered the Japanese 
tourists while the Mayor presented each 
member of the party with a bouquet, 


A Collection of Hats. 


|; The men are of all sizes and all ages, 
| ranging from 16 to 60. and wear as head- 
|gear the guaintest collection of derby 
| hats that ever came into the port of New 


| York. The majority of the tourists are 
| accustomed to wearing the Japanese cos- 
tume at home, without hats, so that when 
| they decided to make the tour of the world 
| they had to go to the local hatter and 

purchase stock that had probably been 
|made from models in vogue before the 
| Civil War. 
Several Americans on the Providence 
| tried to get some expression of enthu- 
siasm from the travellers as they neared 
| New York, but it was a forlorn hope as 
the wind was so cold that the Japanese 
| would not face it to see the wonders of 
; the harbor. One little man put his head 
|out of a door on the hurricane deck as 
{the steamer passed under’ Brooklyn 
| bridge, and uttered a short, sharp ex- 
;Clamation that sounded to the foreign 
; ear just like ** Wow,” then another mem- 
| ber of the party put his head out, gazed 
up at the bridge, said ‘‘ Wow,” and dodged 
in again out of the cold. That was all. 
, In speaking generally of business in 
{China and Japan, they said that things 
| were dull in Japan because exports in 
silk and copper to America had fallen off, 
; and the China exports in cotton goods and 

matches had also decreased to a great ex- 

tent. Business was so bad in China, 

they said, that merchants there could not 
| pay their-debts, and their credit had been 
; stopped. 


Not Alarmed About Boycott, 


The tourists were keenly interested in 
| the cables from the East regarding the 
; Chinese boycott, which had started since 
| théy left home, but many of them had 
|}seen the effect of the American boycott 
| three years ago. If it spread to all parts 
of the Chinese Empire, they Said. it would 
be serious for Japan. 
believe the present movement would ex- 
} tend beyond Canton and Hongkong. 

Through an interpreter, 8. Miki, who 
comes of a family of merchants who 
}have traded with China for over a hun- 
(dred years, said: 

“I don’t think the boxcott of Japanese 
| f00ds in China will amount to much, as 
/it was started in Canton, which is the 
lseat of all revolutionary movements In 
China. The Cantonese are looked upon 
as foreigners and speak a language dif- 
ferent from the rest of the Chinese Em- 


pire. 

“They have always been very friendly 

| to Japan and antagonistic to the Peking 
Government, and the boycott is probably 
'a plot on the part of the revolutionists to 
}cause friction between the Governments 
,of Japan and China. The boycott may 
| extend to coon, Kowloon, and Woo- 

chow on the West River, but I don’t be- 
lieve it will spread much further.” 

Asked as to the commercial relations 

| between Russia and Japan, Mr. Miki 
| glad they were cordial, and there was al- 
| ready an export trade from Osaka to 
| Viadivostok, the port for Siberia, amount- 
| ing to $1,500,000 a year. 

S. Ide, peaeeeetee of two Japanese news- 
| Papers in hanghai, who has lived in 
,;China for many years. and is famillar 
| with the commercial conditions of that 
| country, agreed with the opinions ex- 
;} pressed by Mr. Miki that the boycott 
} would not spread beyond Canton, Hong- 
| kong, and the small ports in the district. 
He said: 

“IT believe the reports of Chinese coolles 
refusing to load Japanese ships in the har- 
bor of Hongkong to be correct, because 
we know by experience these people wi!} 

{do such things, but that will not last. I" 
jthe last boycott against America the 
ae in Singapore refused to use the 


; 


trolley system because the Superintendent 
of the road was an American, and the 


company had finally to ask him to re- | 


sign, as the cars were running empty day 
and night. 

“The boycott is merely an imitation of 
the American boycott, and when the 
Chinese people get better educated they 
will see that it harms them more than it 
does the foreigners. If the United States 
Government had made stronger repre- 
sentations at Peking in the time of its 
boycott it would have been ended much 
sooner and the Chinese would have real- 
ized that they could not conquer a power. 
ful nation by boycotting its trade. Then 
there would not have been any repetition 
of the movement to-day.” 

Some of the tourists were displeased at 
articles appearing in American news- 
papers, especially in icago since their 
arrival in the country crediting them with

TIFLIS, Transcaucasia, April 16.—Rus- 
sian troops have invaded Persian terri- 
tory in the vicinity of Lenkoran, a port 
on the Caspian Sea, for the purpose of 
punishing Kurdish raiders. This step was 
taken in consequence of the renewal of 
the attack upon the Russian garrison at 
Belesuvar, a frontier post.

Democratic and Republican primaries 
under the election law ‘‘are not to be 
close corporations selecting their own 
members,”’ says the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in a decision ren- 
dered vesterday.

There appears to have been a faction In 
the Fifteenth Assembly District opposing 
the leadership of HarryW. Mack, in which 
Duffy, in his defense, makes this refer- 
ence:

BILL FOR POSTAL BANKS. | 


! 
Carter’s Measure WII! Be Introduced 
in Senate To-day. 

Special io The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Out from 
committee, where it has been beaten into 
shape, will come to-morrow the Postal} 
Savings Banks bill. Senator Carter will | 
introduce it, and will press for its early | 
consideration. There are many who be- | 
lieve that the establishment of postal} 
savings banks will solve the currency | 
question, but it is expected that the in- | 
dependent banks will concentrate all thetr | 
influence against the enactment of any 
law providing for such a reform. 

The measure leaves with the Postmas- | 
ter General the right to establish at once 
such banks in every money order office | 
in the country, or to confine the inaugu- | 
ration of the system to the first, second, | 
and third class money_ order oftices, | 
gradually extending it. Depositors must | 
be more than 10 years old, except that | 
parents or guardians of children less | 
than that age may open’ accounts for | 
them. 

One dollar is the least amount that can 
deposited on the opening of an ac- 
count. Thereafter, however, 10 cents or 
multiples thereof will be accepted. Not 
more than $200 can be deposited in any 
one month, $1,000 jis the limit of any in- 
dividual deposit, and interest at 2 per 
gent. will be paid only on half of this 
last-named sum. 


SURRENDERS WAR BONNET. 


Chief Plenty Coos Swears Eternal

Immigrants Persuaded Mother That 
Dead Child Would Sink the Ship. 


Driven half insane by the fury of a 
storm and urged on by 257 fellow-passen- 
gers in the steerage of the Holland-Amer- 
ica liner Statendam, which reached port 
yesterday, Mrs. Bertha L ybik cast the 
body of her dead baby into the sea last 
Sunday night. ; 

When the Statendam salled from Rot- 


terdam on April 4, Mrs. Lzybik, a Polish 
woman, came. aboard with her two chil- 


dren, Elfa, 1 year old, and Bella, 3 years 
old. On Sunday night Elfa was taken 
with convulsions and died. 

The storm increased in fury as Mrs. 
Lzybik, with the body in her arms, sat 
on a mat, moaning. As the vessel battled 
with the storm the fears of the steerage 
passengers increased, and with the fear 
came a conviction that unless the child 
was thrown overboard the vessel would | 
sink. They crowded about Mrs. Lzybik 
and soon had her hysterical.

NEW GARAGE FOR TAXICABS. 


Four-Story Building to be Erected In 
West Fifty-seventh Street. 


So successful financially has the nine 


months’ old New York Taxicab Company 
been that a new garage will be opened 
on Sept. 1 in West Fifty-seventh Street. 
Harry N. Allen, President of the com- 
pany and the man who started the sys- 
tem of providing New Yorkers with 
motorcabs, is giving his best efforts to 
the plans for the new station, 

The new garage will be built between 
Eleventh and Twelfth Avenues on a plot 
which is 150 by 250 feet. The four-story 
building will be of brick and cement, and 
as nearly fireproof as the latest inven- 
tions can effect. 

The building will contain the business 
office, repair shop, storehouse, and gar- 
age of the company, There will be ele- 
vators and runways, and a block signal 
system will be used for the cabs. This 
is the French system, and engineers are 
now working to perfect it. More than 


aps machines may be stored in the build- 
g. 

The Gurebitity of the imported taxicabs 
has surprised r Allen, who says that 
the machines will last from three to five 
years. There are 300 of them now in New 

ork, and the French manufacturer has 
an order for 100 new cars every month. 

The company now has stations at most 
of the important hotels and clubs.

In the first place 
the market was dull, so that the bond 
transactions were in greater proportion 
than the stocks, and in the next place 
the actual trading in bonds was heavier 
than usual and more than might be ex- 
pected on a relatively active day in the 
general market.

MORGAN TO FINANCE 
THE INTER-MET NOW 


Company’s 4/2 Per Cent. Bonds 
Jump More Than 3 Points 
on the News. 


$25,000,000 IN NEW NOTES 


Supplanting of Former Bankers by 
Morgan Firm a Surprise to 
Wall Street. 


J. P. Morgan & Co. are forming a syndi- 
cate to take $25,000,000 of Interborough 
Rapid Transit three-year 6 per cent. 


jnotes, to provide funds to take up the 


$15,000,000 of notes which mature May 1 
and to meet other requirements of the 
company. When it became known that 
Morgan & Co. were arranging to take the 
notes the stocks and bonds of the Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan Company, which 
had been advancing on the expectation of 
an early completion of the company’s 
financing, showed increased strength and 
reached the highest prices of this move- 
ment. 

The Interborough-Metropolitan 414 per 
cent. bonds, which are secured by Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit stock, were tre- 
mendously active, at a net advance for the 
day of 3%,points. 

Much interest was aroused in the finan- 
cial district by the news that Morgan & 
Co, had undertaken the financing of the 
Interborough. Other firms had been men- 
tioned as likely to obtain the bonds, 
among them being William A. Read, & 
Co. and Lee, Higginson & Co. of Boston, 
who earlier in the day were reportea to 
have taken the note issue jointly. 

This in itself caused some _ surprise 
when !t became known that Morgan & 
Co. and not the bankers who had been 
identified with the company’s previous 
financing were to rake the new note is- 
sue. It was recalled that at the time of 
the Interborough-Metropolitan merger it 
was reported that Morgan & Co. would 
take an active part in floating the se- 
curities of the new company, though it 
developed later that the firm had not 
then taken any part in the financing. 

The company’s plans have been under 
discussion for some time, and until within 
the last few days it had been: uncertain 
whether the company would put out notes 
or some of the $55,000,000 of sinking fund 
bonds which the company was authorized 
to issue a few days ago by the Public 
Service Commission. Part of this issue of 
bonds will be used to secure the new note 
issue, and presumably before the notes 
fall due the company expects to find a 
markét at favorable terms for its bonds, 
and thus permanently fund the obliga- 


tions it has incurred In devéloping its 
system. 

It is expected in banking circles that a 
large part of the maturing Interborough 
note issue will be exchanged for the new 
notes, or, at all events, that many of the 
old noteholders will become subscribers 
for the new ones,

RECEIVERS’ FEES 


Bank’s Counsel Says Carnegie 
Trust and Henry Schneider 
Are Not Entitled to a Cent. 


ACCUSES THEM IN COURT 


Declares They “Circulated Lying Re- 
ports Which If Made in) Affidavits 
Would Send Them to Jail.” 


Argument was heard and decision re- 
served yesterday by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Dowling on the opposition of the 
Oriental Bank to the fees charged by the 
late receivers of the bank, the Carnegie 
Trust Company and Henry Schneider, 
amounting to $23,998. The receivers, who 
acted only for a short time, were removed 
by Justice’O’Gorman, whose decision was 
upheld by the Appellate Division. They 
asked the court to allow them $5,000 each 
for their services, and $10,000 for those of 
their counsel, John B. Stanchfield and 
Charles A. Collins. 

In the petition asking for the payment 
of their bill the receivers say they were 


appointed on Feb. 28 and filed a bond for 

300,000 each, which it cost them 
to obtain, They then took possession of 
the assets of the bank, which included 
cash to the amount of $91,148.24 and se- 
curities with a face value of $3,557,316.84. 
They afterward cdllected $37,281.98 due 
to the bank, and under the decision of the 
Appellate Division on March 18 and 1 
they handed back to the State Superinten- 
dent of Banks the assets of the bank. 


Charles K, Beekman, of counsel for the | 


bank, in a bitter attack on the receivers, 
declared that they were not entitled to 
one cent, inasmuch as they should never 
have been appointed. He declared that 
if any one should pay. the bill it should 
be Attorney General Jackson. Regarding 
the recelvers, Mr. Beekman said: 

‘* We believe that they prostituted thelr 
office for their own ends. ‘They circulated 
lying repoérts, which were published 
throughout the town »yefore the motion 
was made to Justice O'Gorman. They did 
not make affidavits to the effect of what 
they stated in what they termed their 
preliminary report to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, for if they did they would go to jail.”’ 

David McClure, counsel for the de- 
positors’ committee, described the action 
of the receivers as ‘‘ outrageous.” ‘ And 
when they ask to be rewarded for it,”” he 
said, *‘I think that is something that the 
court should reprimand.” 

Charles A. Collins, counsel for the re- 
ceivers, said that all the charges made 
against them were denied. 

‘*The receivers were in no wee respon- 
sible for what appeared in the news- 
papers. It was wart without their con- 
sent or connivance,” he said. 

Justice Dowling intimated that owing to 
the conflict that had arisen he was !n- 
clined to send the case to a referee. 


IRON MEN STAND FIRM. 


Association Members Decline to Meet 
Cut in Prices Made by Independents. 


The price of foundry iron was reaf- 
firmed yesterday by all the association 
members after a prolonged conference 


held in the offices of President Corey of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
which' was attended by about fifty rep- 
resentatives of producers. In a brief of- 
ficial statement it was announced that 
after full discussion {t was the unanimous 
opinion of all present that the existing 
prices should not be changed. 

A representative of important foundry 
fron interests which were represented at 
the conference said: 

“The decision reached to-day means 
that matters stand just where they did 
before the meeting. The small number 
of furnaces not included in the asso- 
ciation are the ones which have been 
cutting prices, and they have been get- 
ting practically all the business. he 
members of the association are maintain- 
ing prices, and are selling very little, if 
any, iron. We were afraid that some of 
the members of the association would 
break away to-day, but they decided to 
keep up prices and await an increase 
in the demand for iron. Those who are 
selling iron to-day at the cut prices are 
selling below cost."’
